The attending physician 
controls the treatment of 
diabetes, Mrs. Kornya cau- 
tioned, and he is the one 
who decides just how dia- 
betes can best be control- 
led. The daily tests of the 
diabetic person are neces- 
sary, and a blood sugar test 
once a month is usually 
mandatory. 

"Measuring is  criti 
Mrs. ornya stated, 
cautioned against food fal- 
lacies and quackery. "Any 
food which causes blood 
sugar to rise beyond safe 
levels is dangerous," 

"Within common sense 
rules, it is not what the dia- 
betic person eats. is how 
much he eats and its caloric 
value that count. Use of the 


Exchange List will let a 
diabetic person eat almost 
anything, and lead a nor- 
mal life."

In Work-Time Required 


Among all foods, milk 
stands almost at the top of 
the list of the.most economi. 
cal foods; & when the ‘real’ 
price of a quart of milk is 
discovered this fact is 
brought home strongly. 

The price per quart of 
milk during 1965 was 27% 
cents in gallon jug contain- 
ers, the "money" price of 
milk. Hourly earnings of 
factory workers in South- 
east Florida during 1965 
averaged $2.12 or 3.53 cents 
a minute. In 1965, the aver- 
age factory worker earning 
3.53 cents a minute would 
have to work 7.8 minutes to 
earn 27!4c, the average 
"real" price of a quart of 
milk in the United States. 

Since 1955, the “real” 
price of milk has declined 
by more than one-third . 
from 10.9 minutes in 1955 to 
6.3 minutes in 1965; accom. 
panied as well by improve- 
ments in the quality af fluid 
milk products, and by the 
introduction of new pro- 
ducts.

Red Cross Disaster Group 


Promotes 


An intensive public educa- 
tion campaign designed to 


| develop added efficiency to 


the operation of the Red 
Cross disaster committee is 
now underway throughout 
Palm Beach County. 

Col D. M. King, county 
disaster chairman for the 
Red Cross chapter, has call- 
ed a meeting of communtiy 
chairmen for May 12 at Red 
Cross headquarters here to 
finalize plans for the cam- 
paign. 

The project, as explained 
by Col King, will be car- 
ried out on two levels. One, 
to provide the public thru 
all types of news media on 
a county-wide basis, with as 
much information as pos- 
sible on the operation of the 
disaster committee апа 
what to do if you need the 
organization's help during 
an emergency. 

Secondly, Col. King said, 
the disaster committee 15 
asking its várious commun- 
ity chairmen to organize 
"family to family" support 
plans within their own 
areas. The support plan is 
a neighborhood or club type 
activity in which volunteer 
workers will chart the 
needs in their area well in 
advance of an emergency. 
This list of needs would 
cover such things as, who 
would need transportation 
to Red Cross shelters, help 
in shuttering up homes, 
those who cannot be moved 
from their homes but who 
should not be left alone. 
Once this type information 
is charted, Col. King said, 
volunteers from the neigh- 
borhoods or clubs will be 
ready to take care of these 
emergency needs in the 
event of a hurricane or oth- 
er type disaster. 

Primary reason for the 
project and the importance 
of getting it underway well 
jn advance of the hurricane 
season is the fact that many 
visitors and transients are 
here during the storm sea- 
son and most of them have 
never experienced a hurri- 
cane. 

The disaster chairman 
said through the coopera- 


tion of clubs and organiza- 
tions the “help each other" 
project will allow the Red 
Cross further opportunity 
to provide service and lea- 
dership during emergencies. 

The Red Cross has a coun 
ty wide disaster committee 
which works with disaster 
committees in more than a 
score of communities thru- 
out the county.

During fiscal year 1964-65 the Fire Department 
had no new additional fire fighting equipment add- 
ed and ended the year with its’ four pumpers, one 
station wagon and one jeep. 

During this period two additional paid fire- 
men were added to bring the total paid department 
to ten. Eight new Volunteers were also |. How- 
ever one paid man was lost to other employment and 
two Volunteers to the military service, This ended our 
year with a total of twenty-six men. 

There was an increase of nine alarms over last 
years 181 to bring the total to 190. With a 
the increase a bright spot showed up in the figures 
and the fire loss per capita went down to $1.52 
compared to last year $7.46. This was due of course 
to not having any large loss fires. Only three fires 
required the laying of 244” hose. All others were 
taken care of with the 500 gallons, or less, of water 
that is carried on the Ford pumper.
